BEACHES OFFER REST, 
FUN AND DISEASE 


‘Broken glass, Seashells, and 
driftwood with jutting nails - all 
can take the fun out of summer 
Pleasures at the beach,’ said Dr, 
Gerald Fagan, Public Health Phy- 
Siclan, ‘and replace frolic with 
tetanus, one of the most danger- 
ous diseases known to mankind,’ 

Tetanus, commonly known as 
‘lockjaw’ may be introduced into 
a victim’s body through a mere 
Scratch or puncture. Once in the 
body the germs liberate a deadly 
Poison attacking the nerve centers 
causing convulsions, muscle 
spasms, even paralysis and death, 

‘Unfortunately, not all beaches 
afford the first aid necessary to 
clean a serious wound, and not 
everyone pays enough attention 
to a minor cut, Tetanus can be 
avoided by means of adequate im- 
munization,’ explained Dr. Fagan, 

Protection against this disease 
requires a basic series of three 
toxoid inoculations, each one month 
apart, a booster dose within a 
year, and reinforcing doses every 
five to ten years, 

Without this.protection, an in- 
jured person would need a tetanus 
anti-toxin inoculation, A number 
of people have a severe and even 
fatal allergic reaction to the anti- 
toxin if they are allergic to horse 
serum, 

‘Tetanus is almost completely 
preventable by means of immun- 
ization,’ said Dr, Fagan, and mem- 
bers of the community should see 
their family doctor or attend one 
of the Board of Health’s immun- 
ization clinies to receive their 
inoculations, 

A second precaution against tet- 
anus at the beach is to avoid walk- 
ing in bare feet whenunnecessary, 
instead, wear sandals or shoes

‘The never ending quest for suit- 
able water supplies, on the part of 
the Board of Water Commissioners 
ran afoul, last Thursday, with the 
desire of Alden Eames, of Shaw- 
sheen Avenue to keep one of the 
oldest, and most certainly the larg- 
est farm in Wilmington in operation 

Eames had requested a hearing 
before the Board, invoking a sel- 
dom used law, designed to protect 
farms from being taken by towns 
under ‘Eminent Domain’ proceed- 
ings. 

Eames had Attorney Simon Cut- 
ter to represent him, before the 
Water Commissioners, Also pre- 
sent was Mr and Mrs Pappageorge 
of Wareham, owners of the Lowell 
Cranberry Bog, also the last of 
its kind in Wilmington. The 
Cranberry Bog is adjacent to the 
Eames farm, and both depend on 
the waters of Lubbers Brook, at 
Shawsheen Avenue, 

The Commissioners propose to 
take by eminent domain a large 
tract of land, near Lubbers Brook 
‘They have had a well site develop~ 
ed by their engineers, to add to 
the water supplies of Wilmington. 

Cutter and Eames attempted to 
get the Commissioners to seek 
for another site, nearby, but fur- 
ther downstream, so as to allow 
the Eames farm to still get its 
necessary water from Lubbers 
Brook, but the Commissioners had 
doubts as to whether or not they 
will be able to find another site 
which will be suitable. 

Cutter promised the Commis- 
stoners that he would return and 
be present at their next meeting,

The Farm 

18 acres in area, the Eames 
farm dates back to about 1740, 
when it was the home ofthe Walker 
family, One of Wilmington’s 
Captains of Minutemen lived inthe 
old farmhouse (which burned down 
in 1953) during the Revolution, 
and a number of notable persons 
in the Walker family were born 
there, The Walker School re- 
ceived its name from that family 

The farm is owned by Mrs Lena 
Eames, who retired a few years 
ago after serving the Wilmington 
Public schools as a teacher for 
many years, 

Alden Eames has been cultiva- 
ting 13 acres of the land for the 
past 20 years, since he returned 
from the war, devoting his prin- 
cipal efforts to the growing of 
corn and strawberries, 

He has a lot of equipment, a- 
mounting to thousands of dollars 
in value, for irrigating the farm, 
from a water supply he has de- 
veloped, near the brook. 

Eames farm strawberries, in 
recent years, have become well 
known through the area, The farm 
has annually donated strawberries 
to thechurches of Wilmington, 
for their Strawberry Festivals, 
each June. 

If the Water Commissioners are 
unable to find another site for a 
well, and carry through their plans 
for taking land Mr, Eames ts of 
the belief that he will have to 
abandon the cultivation of his farm,
